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Magnolia Park Project -- Dawn Redwood tree (planted in 1985) at Magnolia Park will not be removed 
for now. Con Com issued a permit vis a vis other park improvements in the flood zone, but the tree 
situation will be revisited at the next ConCom meeting Julyl 4 after clarification... 

A conservation restriction at LexFarm, next to the Reservoir, will protect the land for farm use. CR to be 
held by Mass. Farm Bureau Federation.
